4) Rejections to claims 1-3, 5-7, 11-13 and 15-17 under 35 U.S. C. 251 have 
been overcome by the newly submitted declaration by all of the Applicants. 

5) . Rejections to claims 5-7, 11-13 and 15-17 under 35 U.S. C. 112, second 
paragraph have been overcome by amendment dated Sept. 16, 2002, paper number 7. 

6) All of the reasons for allowance given to independent claims are given in office 
action dated Aug. 14, 2002. 
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7) In reviewing IDS submitted on Aug. 10, 2001, paper #6 (IDS submitted after 
the first office action): 

US 6,158,838, "Method and apparatus for cleaning and capping a print head in 
an ink jet printer" issued to Capurso, 12/2000 (filed on 12-10-98) teaches a print head 
(12) being covered by a cleaning/capping station (20), solvent (25) is supplied through a 
pump (27) and sprayed onto a surface of the head (20) through a mist nozzle (24) in the 
cleaning/capping station, one wall of the seal (26) acting as a wiper. The teachings from 
this reference are closed to one embodiment of the current application. In that 
embodiment, a pump is used to project a reproducible quantity of servicing fluid through 
atmosphere onto a print head and a wiper. However, Capurso reference cannot 
constitute a prior art due to its dates.
